SENATE. 


S acramento, February 5, 18801 
The Senate m et in regular session at 10 a. m.. 
President Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 


PETITIONS. 
Mr. N y i presented the following memorial from 
prom inent citizens of Oakland : 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Stale of California: This memorial respectfully 
sbnweth th at there are several anti-Chinese bills 
now before your honorable bod}' which we think 
should not become law ; and we hereby earnestly 
ask you not to pas# them. 
T hat you may give due 
consideration to the subject before you come to a 
vote on any of the proposed bills, we respeetfiillj' 
ask your attentiou to the following truths and facts : 
Nations and fctates being moral persons and ac­ 
countable, Califurni t may not, through its Legisla­ 
ture, violate any principle of justice or moral law. 
It is never wise or safe to do wrong. And there is a 
power higher than btatc Legislatures. 
Moreover, 
one of the principal ends of Government is to 
secure justice between man and man and see that 
all persons within its jurisdiction, wherever born, 
shall enjoy their natural rights. 
Every m an, irre­ 
spective of color, nationality or race, has a natural 
or God-given right to go to any country he may 
choose and to live in any country he may prefer. 
The right to make a home, either*tem porary or per­ 
m anent, in any part of the world, is derived not 
from the body politic, but from God. 7 he right to 
live in any State and make an honest living therein 
belongs to every man, whether of American, European 
or Asiatic birth. That right can be forfeited only by 
crime. 
And to disregard or violate this principle is 
both unwise and unsafe. 
By the common consent 
of all Christian and civilized nations this right is 
conceded to all men as men. 
California cannot af­ 
ford to be less ju st or less civilized than other States 
and nations. 
Every man, irrespective of race, has 
a natural right to labor and procure his daily bread 
wherever he can obtain lawful em ploym ent; and 
every man has a right to employ such labor as he 
may prefer. 
Incoqiorations, being civil individuals, 
have lhe same right. 
All class legislation is unjust, 
as well as unwise. 
If any people forfeit their rights 
they may be deprived of them ; but otherwise no 
right may be taken from any man, however poor or 
defenseless or despised. 
If Chinese immigration is 
the great evil th at many think it is, let it be m et and 
remedied by ju st and hum ane measures, not by 
cruel and wicked legislation. 
From the above principles of right it follows: 
1. To pass a law to prevent others from employ­ 
ing Chinese laborers would be unjust to the em ­ 
ployer and unmerciful to the employes. 
2. To pass a law to compel Chinámen to leave an> 
place simply because some do not wish their pres­ 
ence, would be both injustice and shame. 
Heathen 
or barbarians might do such things, hut let not a 
civilized and Christian people be guilty of such a 
base act. 
3. To give power to any municipality to forcibly 
remove any ]x*ac*eable dweller without its limits 
would be the infliction of a wrong as cruel as un­ 
just. 
4. A Legislature th at would in any of these ways 
do such acts of injustice against the ]>oor who are 
am ong us trying to procure their daily bread, would 
bring upon the State the riyhteous indignation of all 
Christian and hum ane people, as well us the con­ 
demnation of other nations. 
Besides, the State 
that adopts the policy that m ight makes right, es­ 
pecially when the industrious |x>or are the victims, 
is as mean as it is wicked. 
Nor does the fact that 
in the rivalry of labor one class may be more suc­ 
cessful than another iustify pioscriptive legislation 
against the more successful class. The State cannot 
rightfully favor one class of laborers by doing in­ 
justice to another. 
Therefore, to remove Chinese 
laborers, or to prevent them from coming among us 
to find labor, so long as they have done no wrong to 
others, so a9 to make openings for laborers of other 
classes, would be an act which would incur the con­ 
demnation of all right-hearted men. 
5. Even the Hebrews, in olden times, were re­ 
quired by the divine Lawgiver to have the same law 
for the stranger or foreigner as for themselves. 
This is the command of Jehovah : “ Ye shall have 
one m anner of law, as well for the stranger aa for 
one of vour own couutry.” 
6. California as a State, as well as every in­ 
dividual, is bound to obey the law of the golden 
rule. 
We should not do to the Chinese here w hat 
wre would not be willing for them to do to us if we 
were in China and wished to live and labor there. 
It does not follow from this that all of them should 
be perm itted to exercise the elective franchise, for 
very few of them are fit to exercise th at privilege, 
as, indeed, very few foreigners of other tongues 
than the English are, at first. 
But this fact does 
not justify us in declaring all of them forever in­ 
eligible to citizenship. 
7. Moreover, the friends of religion and of Chris­ 
tian missions have a right to complain that the 
anti-Chinese bills now before the Legislature, if 
they should become law, would greatly prejudice 
the minds of the pagan 
Chinese against our 
Christian religion. 
Heathen though they are, they 
can easily see th at injustice would be done to them, 
and they would lay the acts of injustice to the 
charge of Christians. 
We, your memorialists, 
therefore, do earnestly entreat you, legislators, to 
not sin against him v.ho said : “ Go, t^ach all 
nations.” 
He is our lawgiver, and he is the Lord of 
nations. 
Let us not incur his divine displeasure. 
“ Kiss the Son, lest he be angry, and ye perish from 
the way, and his wrath is kindled bu t a little.’’ 
Finally—We, your memorialists, respectfully ask 
th at -you do not shield yourselves in any un­ 
righteous legislation behind the fact th at a large 
m ajority of the voters have said they are opposed to 
Chinese imm igration—though m any thousands did 
not vote at all on the question. 
We can solve that 
problem in some better way than by enacting in­ 
justice and iniquity. A t all events, we cannot afford 
to act unrighteously and inhum anely. 
Righteous­ 
ness exaltelh a uation—sin is a reproach to any 
people. 
Mr. Glascock, by request, presented a petition 
suggesting im provem ents in the school law. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 
Mr. Langford presented a petition from Laura de 
Force Gordon, of San Joaquin county, asking to have 
her political disabilities removed. 
Referred to the 
Committee on Elections. 


REPORTS. 
Mr. N y e , from the Committee on Judiciary, re­ 
ported back bills with the following recommenda­ 
tio n s: Senate Bill No. 161—passage as am ended; 
Senate Bill No. 137—indefinite postponem ent; Sen­ 
ate Bi Is Nos. 158, 150, 162, 163, 164, 165, 175. 177 
and 178—passage as amended ; and Senate Bill No. 
49—indefinite postponement. 
Mr. Nyr, from the Committee on Judiciary, asked 
until Monday next to report on the Chinese bills. 
Granted. 
Mr. Brown, from the Com m ittee on Roads a^d 
Highways, reported back favorably Senate Bill No. 
179. 
Mr. Cheney, from the Committee on Engrossment, 
reported back various bills as correctly engrossed. 
.Mr. Dickinson, from the Committee on Commerce 
and Navigation, reported back Senate Bill No. 53— 
An Act in relation to the app-dntment of a Board of 
Nautical Examiners for the port of S tii Francisco — 
w ith the recommendation that it do not pass. 
Mr. Sears, from the Committee on Corporations, 
rejiorted back Senate P.ill No. 60—an Act to provide 
for removing officers of mining corporations by the 
shareholders holding a m ajority of the shares of 
stock thereof and the election of other officers— 
with the original amendments, and recommended 
its passage; also reported back Senate Bill No. 
216—an Act to amend Sections 204 and 295 of the 
Civil Code, concertiing corporations—and recon - 
mended th at it do not pass; also reported back 
favorably, as amended, Senate Bill No. 213—an Ac. 
to amend Section 358 of the Civil Code, concerning 
corporations.

Traylor $500 for his expenses in the contested elec­ 
tion case of Pinder vs. Traylor. 
Referred to Com­ 
m ittee on Elections. 


THIS CASE OF DESTY. 
Mr Enos asked leave to send to the desk and 
have read a telegram from Robert Dcsiy of the 
Eigth Senatorial District. 
Mr. J ohnson objected. 
On motion of Mr. N ye, the rules were suspended, 
and the te'egram was read by the Secretary. It was 
dated a; Chicago, and was as follows :

By Mr. G r e e n — An Act in relation to orphans. 
[Provides th at managers of asylums and hospitals 
shall make sworn returns to Boards < f Supervisors 
of all orphans, half-orphans, and others entitled to 
State aid under Section 22, Article Iv ., of the Con­ 
stitution. The Board shall verify the returns and 
forward to the Governor, who shall transm it the 
same to the Legislature.] 
By Mr. Du Brutz—A joint resolution in relation 
to settlers in the Mussel Slough couutry. [Of this 
resolution the author say s: The object of the reso­ 


lution is to obtain Congressional relief for a large 
num ber of settlers in the Mussel Slough District, 
the position of whom is th at they occupied these 
lands before adopting present route and filing map 
of same by the Railroad Company. 
As Judge Saw­ 
yer has recently decided th at the original grant to 
the company is “ in presentí,” and th at these lands 
were reserved from th at date, although our Com­ 
missioners have repeatedly decided to the contrary, 
and although the company had selected another and 
different route, and after the private settlem ents 
changed to this route, this bill asks our Congress­ 
men to widen the scope of Cox’s bill in Congress, to 
cover this case if practicable.

By Mr W a s s o n of Mono—An Act to amend an 
Act entitled an Act pertaining to miners. 
[The old 
law only provides for the protection of m iners in 
the m atter of a second mode of egress. This amend­ 
m ent extends the protective clause, and provides 
against defective machinery, boilers, cables, ladders, 
etc., and requires the same to be inspected by a 
com petent person every three m on'hs.) 
By Mr. Say LB—An Act to amend Section 950 of 
the Political Code. [The bill is simply to authorize 
the Superior Judges to approve the official bond9 of 
county and township officers and Notaries Public iu 
their respective counties.] 


MESSAGES FROM THE SENATE.

Mr. Fox explained that the bill regulated the a t­ 
tachm ent law by giving the right of attachm ent 
against all n*n-residents and those about to leave 
the State? 
Mr. F inlayson moved to strike out the enacting 
clause. 
Carried. 
Assembly Bill No. 164—An Act establishing a 
legal rate of interest (by Mr. Maybell). 
Mr. Finlayson moved to strike out the enacting 
clause. 
Mr. Maybell said th at this State was the only 
State up to the present tim e which had not a law 
against usury on the statute books. 
He thought he 
was not being dealt fairly with, and lie would like 
to have the gentlem an’s reasons for opposing it. 
Mr. F inlayson replied th at the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee had reported iu favor of its rejection. 
Mr. T y ler said that it would be as unwise to fix 
the rate of interest on money as to fix the price of 
tea or coffee. 
It was impracticable and contrary to 
the experience of nations. 
Money, like merchan­ 
dise, would regulate its own price. 
Mr. M a y b e l l expressed his “ perfect astonishm ent 
at the stand taken by the gentleman from the A r­ 
cadian shades of Alameda.” He claimed th at the 
bill did not aim at special legislation. 
“ The gen­ 
tlem an’s argum ent is very th in —supremely thin.” 
The interest on money is about the same thing as 
the profit on g«>ods or merchandise. 
High rates of 
interest are destructive to the industrial interests of 
the State. 
A gentleman wishing to start a factory 
in California, and who has not the capital at hand, 
has to borrow money at a high rate of interest. 
If 
he can get money cheaper in another State he will 
do so, and this State will be injured to th at extent. 
So m the case of a grocer who charges a high profit 
on his goods—he will lose all his customers. The 
effect would be the same on a bank or on any other 
business institution. 
The po r devil wrecked on a 
financial sea cries for help, and the financial Shyloek 
charges him w hat rate he pleases, and th e result is 
that in a few years Shyloek forecloses the mortgage 
and becomes the owner of the property of the afore­ 
said poor devil. 
Mr. Tyler (glancing at the Chair)—Time ! 
Mr. Maybell—I do not wish to be understood as 
aiming a blow at capital or aristocracy. 
It is a 
blow aimed at th at individual so aptly described by 
Shakespeare, the Shyloek, who w ith his financial 
knife would cut out the heart of the poor m an— 
who would take him by the throat and choke the 
life out of him. 
Mr. Fox thought the gentleman had given the 
very best argum ent in favor of striking out the en­ 
acting clause of the bill. 
If the price of interest 
was anala^ous to the price of merchandise (as it 
was), California was not pre|»are to close her doors 
against the competition of other States. 
New York 
has a usury law on her statute book, and yet the 
interest ou money is as high as ever in certain 
cases, because it is taken out in commissions, etc 
The bill does not propose wise legislation, or legi»’ 
lation for the best interests of California. 
Mr. McIntosh personally would oppose the bill, 
but he believed th at the people wanted a usury law. 
We enact laws against crime, yet crime flourishes 
and increases; hence the argum ent drawn from the 
usury law of New York falls to the ground. 
Mr. D o w n s — Mr. Speaker, I would like to------ 
Mr. McIntosu- I dou’t irive the floor away. 
[Laughter.] Money is a specialty----- 
The S peaker (bringing his gavel down)—We will 
now take a recess. 
(More laughter.]

In the afternoon Mr. Finlayson withdrew his mo­ 
tion to strike out the enacting clause, and the bill 
went to its third reading.

Mr T y l e r—No, sir; it is reality. 
I want to bor­ 
row, and I want to get it che&p, and I want it 
amended so th at any person refusing to lend money 
a t three per cent, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Mr. T y l e r then offered an am endm ent striking 
out the word jnisdem eanor and making it felony, 
and that after the word “ b e” the word “ h u n g ” 
should be inserted.

Mr. Fox moved to strike ou t the section providing 
a penalty. 
Lost. The bill then went to its third 
reading. 
Mr. T y l e r gave notice of a moti. n to reconsider 
the vote by which his am endm ents were lost, and Mr. 
Fox gave similar notice with respect to the amend­ 
m ents offered bj him.

EXEMPTION OF HOMESTEADS. 
Assembly Bill No. 156—An Act to exem pt the 
homesteads of all heads of families from forced sale 
for taxes and assessments (by Mr. Young). 
Mr.TYLKR stated that there was in the State of taxable 
property $584,000.518 ‘26. 
If this bill pass-es, with 
ano. her one which the gentleman has introduced, 
which proposes to exem pt personal property to the 
value of $1,000, and homsteads to the value of $2,000, it 
niude an exemption in favor of all families of $3,000, 
which virtually am ounts .to an exemption from all 
taxation. There are about 200,000 families. 
On 
100,000 of each of these you can collect no taxes. 
Thus $300,000,000 in this State would be exempted 
from' taxation. 
Mr. B r u n e r advocated the passage of the bill in 
the interest of the poor man. 
Mr. May said that the gentleman claimed th at it 
wa* a poor man’s hill. 
He agreed with him, and 
would sav, further, th at it was* the poorest m an’s 
hill he ever heard of. 
You could not collect a dol­ 
lar oi taxes if you cannot enforce their collection. 
It would subvert the very foundations of the State 
government. 
\ met)sage was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of Assembly Bill No. 29. 
Mr. May concluded by asserting that it would be 
imiRissible to support S u te and county governments 
if the bill passed. 
Mr. A n t h o n y , of Santa Cruz, moved to strike out 
the word “ thousand” in line 2 and make it read 
“ hundred ”—$500 instead of $5,000. There should 
be an exemption from forced sale somewhere. 
Mr. Spencer remarked th at the people in his sec­ 
tion of 1 lie country ask ed no exem ption, bu t de­ 
manded th at every man, be he rich or poor, should 
pay his pro rata of taxes for the support of the 
Government. 
Mr. Cokcoran argued th at the bill was radically 
wrong, and in direct conflict with the Constitution. 
It was not right that the man who owns a house and 
lot should pay only a part of his proportion of the 
taxes, while the poor man who owned only a pair of 
hors s or a dray would have to pay his full propor­ 
tion ill addition to the am ount not paid by his richer 
neighbor. 
Mr. Adams moved the previous question on Mr. 
Anthony's amendment. 
The am endm ent was lost. 
The motion to put the bill upon its third reading 
was lost by a vote of 21 ayes to 40 noes. 
Mr. Maybell gave notice of a motion to recon­ 
sider. 
Assembly Bill No. 155—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled “ An Act restricting the herding of sheep 
to certain pastures in the counties of Sonoma and 
Marin,” approved April *21, 1857, and the Act amend­ 
atory thereto, approved April 21, 1872 (by Mr.

L o n d o n, February 5th.—The weather to­ 
day is tine. 
The royal procession to Parlia­ 
ment House took place in accordance with 
the programme. 
The Queen arrived at the 
House of Lords at ten minutes past 2. Upon 
receiving a copy of the speech from Lord 
Cairns, Lord H igh Chancellor, her M ajesty 
handed it back to him, and Lord Cairns then 
read the speech. The ceremony lasted fifteen 
minutes. 
. 
THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
Following is the Queen's speech : 
M y Lords and G entlem en: 
I t is with 
much satisfaction th at I again resort to the 
advice and assistance of my Parliam ent. My 
relations with all powers continue friendly. 
The course of events since the prorogation of 
Parliam ent has tended to furnish additional 
seerrity to the maintenance of a Kuropean 
peace on the principles laid down by the 
treaty of Berlin. 
Much, however, still re­ 
mains to be done to repair the disorder with 
which the late war has affected many parts 
of the Turkish Empire. 
A convention for 
the suppression of the slave trade has been 
concluded between my Government and th at 
of the Sultan. 


THE AFGHANISTAN WAR. 
A t the close of your last session I ex­ 
pressed the hope th at the treaty of Gunda- 
m uk had happily term inated the war in A f­ 
ghanistan. 
In conformity with its pro­ 
visions, my Envoy, with his retinue, was 
honorably received and entertained by the 
Ameer at Cabul. 
W hile engaged, however, 
in the exercise of their duty, he and those 
connected with the Embassy were treacher­ 
ously attacked by overwhelming numbers, 
and after a heroic defense were almost all 
massacred. 
A n outrage so intolerable called 
for condign chastisement, and my troops, 
which, pursuant to the stipulations of the 
treaty, either had withdrawn or were with­ 
drawing from the territories governed by the 
Ameer, 
were ordered 
to 
retrace 
their 
steps. 
The skill exhibited in the rapid 
march upon 
Cabul and in the advance 
upon other lines of action, reflects the highest 
credit upon the officers and men of my B rit­ 
ish and native forces, whose bravery has 
shone with its wontedlluster in every collision 
with the enemy. 
The abdication of the 
Ameer and the unsettled condition of the 
country renders the recall of iny troops im­ 
possible for the present, but the principle on 
which my Government has hitherto acted re­ 
mains unchanged, and while determined to 
make the frontiers of my Indian Empire 
strong, I desire to be on friendly relations 
alike with those who may rule in Afghanis­ 
tan, and with the people of th at country. 


AFFAIRS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
M y anticipations as to the early establish­ 
m ent of peace in South Africa have been 
fulfilled. 
The captured position of the Zulu 
King, and the breaking up of the m ilitary 
organization on which his dynasty was based, 
have relieved my possessions in th at part of 
the world from the danger which seriously 
impeded their advancement and consolidation. 
In Basutoland a native outbreak of consid­ 
erable importance has been effectually quelled 
by my Colonial forces, while Transvaal has 
been freed from the depredations of a pow­ 
erful chief, who, having successfully resisted 
the former Government of the couutry, had 
persistently rejected our attem pts at concilia­ 
tion. 
I have reason to hope th at the time is 
now approaching when an im portant advance 
may be made towards the establishment of a 
Union or Confederation, under which the 
powers of self-government already enjoyed by 
the inhabitants of Cape Colony may be ex­ 
tended to my subjects in other parts of South 
Africa. 
Papers not here and other m atters 
will be forthwith laid before you. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 
I 
have directed estimates of this year to be 
prepared and laid before you without delay. 


THE DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 
M y Lords and Gentlemen : 
The Commis­ 
sion which at the close of the session I in­ 
formed you I had issued to inquire into the 
cause of the agricultural depression through­ 
out the U nited Kingdom is pursuing its 
labors. 
In the meantime the serious defi­ 
ciency in the usual crops in some parts of 
Iieland has rendered necessary special pre­ 
cautions on the part of my Government to 
guard against calamities, with which these 
districts are threatened. 
W ith this view 
they have called upon the authorities charged 
with the duty of administering relief to make 
ample preparations for the distribution of 
food and inel, should such a step become 
necessary, and they have also stimulated 
the 
employment 
of 
labor 
by 
ad­ 
vances 
on 
terms 
more 
liberal 
than 
those 
prescribed 
by 
the 
existing law. 
I feel assured that you will give your sanction 
to the course which has been adopted where 
it may have exceeded the power intrusted by 
Parliam ent to the Executive of the Govern­ 
ment. 
A pro]>osal will be submitted to you 
for providing the funds required for those 
exceptional advances on security of the prop­ 
erty administered by church temporalities 
and commissioners. 
The Queen then refers to certain measures 
to b e considered, and concludes: 
“ I trust 
th at the blessing of Alm ighty God m ay at­ 
tend and direct your labors.” 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury were not 
present at the opening of Parliam ent. 
The Queen’s reception by the crowd in the 
streets was very enthusiastic. 
There was the usual search for Guy Fawkes 
in the cellars of the House of Commons this 
morning. 


HOUSE o r COMMONS. 
In the House of Commons, N orthcote 
gave notice th at he would move to-morrow 
the adoption of a bill sanctioning the meas­ 
ures of relief for Ireland already taken, and 
for further relief. 
Alexander M. Sullivan, a Home Rule mem­ 
ber for Louth, gave notice th at he would to­ 
morrow move for leave to introduce a bill for 
the better protection of life and property in 
Ireland, by suspending the service of writs 
of ejectm ent for the non-pSyment of rent. 
Charles Newdegate, Conservative m ember 
for Vt arwickshire, gave notice of his intention 
to offer resolutions providing for the suspen­ 
sion of members as a penalty for the obstruc­ 
tion of legislation. 
W illiam Shaw, Home Ruler from Cork, 
gave notice of an amendment to the address 
censuring the Government for the failure to 
take efficient measures for the relief of th t 
distress in Ireland, and calling upon them to 
act in th at direction. 
The amendment con­ 
cludes with the statem ent that it is essential 
for the peace and prosperity of Ireland to 
legislate immediately and comprehensively on 
the question relative to land tenure, the 
neglect of which duty is the true cause of the 
constantly recurring distress in th at part of 
the country. 
Right Hon. John R obert Mowbray, Con­ 
servative member for Oxford University, 
moved an address in answer to the speech 
from the throne. 
Uorry, in seconding the motion, stated th at 
the distress in Ireland was not so general as 
has been represented. 
H e conceded th at any 
interference with the land question should be 
conducted with all due safeguards. 
The M arquis of H arrington said the Greek 
question ought to be taken up and settled as 
speedily as i>oesible. 
H e criticised the recent 
interference of the Government in Turkish 
m atters as likely to lead to future complica­ 
tions, and pointed out th at the reforms in 
Asiatic Turkey were still 
in 
abeyance. 
Speaking of the Austro-G erm an alliance, he 
said he thought it would be well for England 
to look to her own security. 
H e criticised 
the annexation of Transvaal, argued that the 
people of Afghanistan are now in a worse 
position than before, and asked for explana­ 
tions regarding the m ilitary excursions in Ca­ 
bul. 
H e hoped the Government would at the 
earliest moment state definitely what steps 
have been taken to relieve the distress in 
Ireland, and contended th at the Government 
had prolonged the opportunity for obstruction 
by unnecessarily continuing the existence of 
Parliam ent. 
Northcote regretted th at the Marquis of 
H arrington had not given any explanations 
touching the attitude of the Liberals in re­ 
gard to the Home Rule question. 
There was 
nothing in the state of the country rendering 
a dissolution necessary. 
The opposition m ust 
bear its share of the blame attached to the 
toleration of obstruction, as they had not 
supported the endeavors of the Government 
to term inate the obstruction. 
The great 
question, he said, is still under consideration 
—the financial difficulties of the Porte, added 
to the difficulties in dealing with the question 
of Asiatic reforms. 
The Austro-German al­ 
liance gave great pleasure to the Government, 
as it is likely to be conducive to the peace of 
the world. 
H er M ajesty's Government had 
no wish for the annexation of Afghanistan. 
The Government liad not been remiss in tak ­ 
ing w hat steps in Ireland they thought Deces- 
sary, upon the information received. 
Tho 
Government would ask for a bill of indemni­ 
ty for loans granted. 
If the object of Shaw’s 
amendment was to register a vote against the 
Governm ent, it would not be right that he 
should offer it while he was ignorant of the 
Government’s proposals regarding Ireland. 
Shaw then moved an adjournm ent of the 
debate, which was agreed to after a desultory 
discussion, in which several Irish members 
participated, as to w hether Shaw should 
move his am endm ent before or after the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s proposal had been made known. 


HOUSE OF LOBDS. 
In the House of Lord, the E arl of Onslow 
moved, and the E arl of Rosse (Conservative) 
seconded, an address in answer to the speech 
from the throne. Both referred to the distress 
in Ireland. 
E arl Granville deprecated the strong lan­ 
guage of Parnell. 
H e said he was utterly 
opposed to Home Rule, but reforpi in local 
government, he thought, m ight be intro­ 
duced towards satisfying the Irishm en. 
Lord Beaconsfield m aintained th at the 
Balkans were an intelligible frontier for T ur­ 
key, and said the Government had made a 
proposition, which there was every reason to 
' hope would bring the Greek affair to a con­ 
clusion. 
A telegram just received from Sir 
Bartle Frere gave promise of carrying out the 
scheme of confederation in South Africa. 
The Government was opposed to annexation 
in Afghanistan, and the charges of cruelty 
against General Roberts were unsupported 
by documentary testimony. 
Home Rule he 
defined to mean a dismemberment of the 
U nited Kingdom. 
The I)uke of A rgyll followed, and attacked 
¡ General Roberts and the Anglo-Turkish Con­ 
vention. 
Lord Craubrook replied to the Duke of 
Argyll, and defended the Government. 
The address was then agreed to, and the 
House adjourned. 
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S ocial

THE THEATER PROPOSITION. 


We yesterday printed two letters on this 
m atter ; one from an advocate of the pur­ 
chase and reconstruction of the old theater, 
and the other from an opponent of that 
scheme. 
The arguments of the second cor­ 
respondent appears to us to possess the 
more weight. 
The reasons for building an 
entirely new theater are in fact unanswer­ 
able. 
The old building is so weak and 
dilapidated th at it would not he safe unless 
it was practically rebuilt, and even then its 
location is such that it could never be made 
dry and warm and safe as to egress. 
Wo 
are decidedly of opinion that whatever is 
done in this connection should he done with 
the 
object of securing a new theater 
which should be a credit to the city. 
W e do not believe th at it is practicable to 
make a satisfactory theater out of the 
old 
one 
with 
any 
expenditure, 
and 
we believe that if this was attem pted the 
result will prove the unwisdom of endeav- 
• oring to meet new conditions by patching 
up an old and tumble-down structure, 
which has not only been completely out­ 
grown by the city, but which is handi­ 
capped by radical and incurable defects 
both of construction and situation. 
It is 
much better to abandon all half-way prop­ 
ositions, and ascertain w hat can be effected 
toward obtaining a new, handsome, well- 
appointed and perfectly safe theater. Such 
a building is certain to repay those who in­ 
vest in it, indirectly as well as directly. It 
is as much a practical requirement in a 
trading center as are clean and spacious 
streets, good lighting, sewers and drains, 
w ater works, roomy and well-arranged 
stores, good hotels, or any of the many 
desiderata which distinguish progressive 
and enterprising communities from dull 
and sluggish ones. 


THE FAMINE IN IRELAND. 


The famine in Ireland is assuming formi­ 
dable dimensions, and the local means of 
relief appear to be quite inadequate. 
The 
whole world is therefore called upon for 
aid, and everywhere thus far the response 
has been prompt and generous. 
The re­ 
ports which reach us are unaccountably de­ 
ficient in information of w hat the English 
Government is doing for the relief of the 
sufferers. 
Either it is exhibiting an aston­ 
ishing apathy, or its relief measures have 
not been adequately reported. 
It is diffi­ 
cult to believe th at if, as is alleged, three 
hundred thousand people are in actual and 
imminent dinger of death from starvation, 
no sufficient steps have been taken by the 
authorities, who must possess the fullest in­ 
formation, to prevent so frightful an out­ 
come. 
The reports, however, seem to indi­ 
cate thatacom parativelysm allsnm has been 
contributed by the Government, nor does 
it appear certain th at Parliam ent is to 
be asked for special appropriations. 
The 
w ealth of England ought clearly to be 
draw n upon without stint at such a junct­ 
ure. 
The pride of the country ought to 
revolt from the idea of leaving the famish­ 
ing Irish to the chance relief of foreign gener­ 
osity. 
Parliam ent ought to rise to the 
emergency the first day of the session, and 
tak e such measures th at no m atter what it 
cost, no single life in Ireland should be 
lost through starvation. 
I t would be a 
lasting disgrace and infamy upon the En­ 
glish name if at such a crisis any considera­ 
tions whatever were allowed to interfere 
w ith the one imperative and unmistakable 
d uty of the hour—the prompt and effective 
relief of suffering Ireland. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA CONVENTION. 


George Tucker Campbell has said : 
nowledge of short-hand is a capital 
self, on which any youth who pos- 
i it may confidently rely for support, 
not know any branch of knowledge 
i so surely leads to rem unerative and 
¡table employment,” 


The proceedings of the Pennsylvania 
Republican State Convention have resulted 
in putting General Grant formally in can­ 
didature for the Presidency. 
W hether his 
prospects have been strengthened or weak­ 
ened by this event is, however, a question 
demanding careful consideration. 
The 
theory of the Grant “ boom"’ has been 
from the first, th at the people demanded 
the nomination of the General, and that 
the professional politicians had nothing to 
do with it. 
The outcome of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Convention, however, must be re­ 
garded as destroying th at theory com­ 
pletely. 
Grant is here made to appear, 
not as the unanimous choice of a popular 
movement, but as the special candidate of 
the Cameron.clique. The familiar political 
manipulations have to he resorted to in 
order 
to 
secure 
the instructions of 
the 
Chicago 
delegates 
for him, 
and 
it is only after a sharp contest and by a 
small majority th at his backers finally suc­ 
ceed in their object. 
Clearly this is 
not 
at 
all 
the kind of 
proceeding 
the original theory of the G rant “ boom ” 
demanded, and 
it seems questionable 
w hether Grant himself could afford to ac­ 
cept such an introduction to the campaign 
as fulfilling the conditions under which 
alone it has been alleged th at he would 
accept the nomination. 
Certainly the 
trium ph of his supporters at H arrisburg is 
not th at pronounced and unmistakeable 
kind of victory which marks a man out as 
the Presidential choice of his party, and 
which, coming at the beginning of a cam­ 
paign, inspires 
succeeding Conventions 
with enthusiasm and leads on, through 
a series 
of 
hearty 
indorsements, 
to 
the 
ratification of the National Con­ 
vention. 
The 
Cameron 
party 
were 
able 
to 
instruct 
delegates 
to 
Chi­ 
cago, but they 
were 
not 
able 
to 
give their action the significance which, 
according 
to 
their 
programme, 
it 
ought to have had. 
Blaine developed for­ 
midable strength, and his friends stood by 
him so firmly as to force upon the public 
the conviction th at politicians at least by 
no means regard the nomination of Grant 
as being demanded by the majority of 
the Republican party. 
The vote—133 
ayes to 113 noes—on the motion to instruct 
the delegates, showed a working majority 
for Grant, but not the kind of majority 
called for in his interest by the circum­ 
stances. 
The practical result of this test 
of strength, in fact, seems to be little more 
than a demonstration that in Pennsylvania 
the Grant men are able to outvote the 
Blaine men. 
It does not indicate the ex­ 
istence of any widespread belief in the 
popularity of G rant as a Presidential can­ 
didate. 


The most im portant effect of this test, 
however, is to take Grant outof the category 
of essentially popular candidates, and to 
put him in the ordinary category of poli­ 
ticians’ candidates. 
It will be perceived 
instantly th at if after this he should re­ 
ceive the nomination, he could be said to 
have owed it, not to his strength with 
the people, but to the manipulations of the 
Cameronians. 
Hail the H arrisburg Con­ 
vention given him anything approaching an 
unanimous indorsement, the case would 
have been very different ; hut the third 
term question was brought up in the Con­ 
vention, debates upon it were liad, resolu­ 
tions condemning it were offered, and a 
strong and well-marked opposition was 
developed. 
It can therefore no longer 
be 
alleged 
th at 
General 
G rant 
is 
singled out by any peculiar phenomena 
for the nomination. 
The popular enthusi­ 
asm idea melts away before the practical 
test of strength, and the question of avail­ 
ability comes to the front with enhanced 
urgency. 
It is apparent th at no data of a 
positive or encouraging kind have been af­ 
forded for estimates »3 to G rant's strength 
at the polls, for the capture of a State Con­ 
vention will not be accepted as furnishing 
any trustw orthy guidance in this respect. 
W hat has been shown, however, is that 
other candidates are resolved to contest 
the nomination, and th at one at least of 
them already possesses enough strength to 
make it clear th at the result of the Chicago 
Convention is by no means a foregone con­ 
clusion. I t is possible th at this first step in 
the Presidential race may be regarded by 
General Grant himself as an indication 
that the representations made to him by 
his friends have been over-colored, and 
that there is too little certainty in the 
enterprise to w arrant its further prosecu­ 
tion. 
W e have, of course, no means of 
knowing w hat General G rant is likely to 
think of the matter, but it certainly must 
appear to dispassionate observers that for 
him to enter upon a third-term candida­ 
ture, and then to fail in securing the nom­ 
ination, would be a disaster and a humilia­ 
tion not lightly to be encountered. 
The 
doubt which the strength of the opposi­ 
tion revealed must engender, of the policy 
of presenting him to the people as a candi­ 
date, is a question which the leaders of the 
Republican Party are now called upon to 
consider with due seriousness, moreover. 


THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 


In the attem pts which are being made to 
procure legislation more or less hostile to 
foreign insurance companies, it docs not 
seem easy to detect any element of defensi­ 
ble public policy. 
The fundamental re­ 
quirement of safe insurance is wide dis­ 
tribution of risks. 
The security of insurers 
can be guaranteed in no other way. 
It is, 
therefore, not for the interest of the public 
that local insurance companies should 
carry any very considerable proportion of 
State risks. 
If they do, and if an exten­ 
sive fire occurs,, the probability is that the 
local companies will be bankrupt precisely 
at the juncture when their services are 
most needed. 
If all the inhabitants of a 
town were mutually to insure one another, 
it would be the same, in the event of a 
general 
conflagration, 
as 
if 
none 
of 
them had been insured. 
This is the 
drawback under which local insurance 
companies 
always labor, 
and 
because 
this is so it is the interest of tho State to 
encourage the establishment of foreign 
agencies, and thus to secure such a dis­ 
tribution of risks as will insure the prompt 
settlem ent of all losses, no m atter how 
heavy they may be. Nor are arguments as 
to the amount which foreign insurance 
companies take from the State 
at all 
relevant to the issue. 
W hatever it costs 
to insure in foreign companies is an in­ 
dispensable outlay, and it is so because it 
is impossible to obtain the same measure of 
security in home companies. 
The business 
of insurance against fire and marine losses 
is not one which can be placed in the 
category of those “ native industries ” 
which it has so long been the fashion to 
demand “ protection ” for. 
Protection can 
only be afforded them by withdrawing it 
from the property of the community, and 
that is a proposition which even the most 
confirmed disciple of the late Henry C 
Carey would shrink 
from 
advocating. 
There is no advantage to the public in the 
aggrandizement of local insurance compa­ 
nies, but on the contrary such aggrandize­ 
ment may involve a distinct increase of 


danger and a distinct diminution of se­ 
curity for the risks underw ritten by such 
corporations. 
I t is not, therefore, a ques­ 
tion of fair play or equity so much as it is 
a question of public policy th at is involved, 
and the unmistakable direction of th at 
policy is towards 
the removal of all 
hindrances to the free 
competition of 
foreign companies. 


Any legislation tending to drive these 
foreign companies out of business would 
deprive the public of protection, and in the 
end would injure the local companies quite 
as much as the rest of the community. 
A ttem pts to force foreign companies to in­ 
vest a certain proportion of their capital in 
this State are open to similar objections. A 
wise policy requires th at the assets of in­ 
surance companies should be far removed 
from their risks, so th at both should never 
be liable to the same casualties. 
But such 
a law as is proposed would presumably re­ 
sult in the investment of large sums of in­ 
surance capital in San Francisco, and this 
would result in weakening all the companies 
carrying San Francisco risks. 
It is much 
better for insurers th at the capital upon 
which they must depend for the payment 
of losses should be invested outside of the 
State. 
Nothing can be gained by the op­ 
posite policy, while it is obviously full of 
danger. 
Again, it m ust be realized that 
comparatively little home capital is in­ 
vested in local companies, while the foreign 
capital represented is very large, as we 
recently showed. 
The home companies 
also are even now carrying risks which, if 
we compare 
them w ith those 
borne 
by the foreign corporations, are out of 
all 
proportion 
to their 
capital, 
and 
any 
increase of their 
hazards 
would 
therefore 
tend 
to 
make 
them less 
secure. 
For the adequate protection of 
the public insurance ought to be as free as 
possible, and whatever legislation is had 
should be directed rather to encouraging 
the opening of new foreign agencies than 
towards the hampering of those already 
here. 
Members of the Legislature will do 
well to remember th at in this cause they 
hold briefs for the people, and th at they 
cannot be justified in exposing the com­ 
munity to unnecessary risks for the pur­ 
pose of bolstering up loeal insurance com­ 
panies, whose demands on this head are by 
no means compatible with a due regard for 
the public welfare.

The wreck of the pilot-boat Confidence 
has been found inside Fort Point, in about 
thirty-five fathoms of water. 
The job of 
raising her is thought to be impracticable. 
There are 5SG patients in the Almshouse, 
and including the employes, there are 000 
persons in the buildings. 
The institution 
was intended to accommodate 525 inmates. 
The British Consulate, No. 319 Califor­ 
nia street, was broken into on Tuesday 
night by thieves, who overhauled trunks 
and boxes containing valuable papers, hut 
succeeded in getting away with nothing 
beyond a box of cigars and a pair of new 
boots. 
* 
To-morrow the Delegates from the vari­ 
ous Woman’s Christian Temperance Unions 
throughout the State will meet in Grand 
Central Hall. 
A t the morning session sev­ 
eral papers on temperance will be read, and 
in the evening addresses will be delivered 
by workers in the cause of temperance. 
The interest in the revival work at Me­ 
tropolitan Temple is increasing. The place 
could not nearly accommodate the people 
who sought admission last night to hear the 
new revival preacher and singer. 
One of 
the peculiar features of their method is the 
singing, which frequently and unexpect­ 
edly breaks in upon the sermon. 
The Mayor and Auditor went into the 
Treasurer’s office this morning and asked 
to count the money on hand. 
W ithout de­ 
ley the officers proceeded to the task, and 
will finish some time to-night. 
It is esti­ 
mated th at the sum of $2,600,000 is on 
hand. 
The process of counting consists of 
handling the gold and silver pieces and 
then weighing each to ascertain if the 
weight is correct. 


L a s s e n N e w s .— A correspondent w r it­ 
ing from Snsanville, under date of Feb­ 
ruary 1st, says ; 
- 
Last Tuesday we had a fall of some two 
inches of snow which improved the sleigh­ 
ing, which was ’fast disappearing; and 
although not first-rate in the valley, it is 
splendid in town. 
Since the fall of snow 
the weather has been clear and intensely 
cold, the thermometer in the morning rang­ 
ing from six above to four below zero. The 
middle of the days are sunshiny and en­ 
durable ; hut, as soon as the sun sets, the 
air becomes cold. 
This is having the effect 
to kill large numbers of cattle, which are 
dying in different portions of the county. 
If the cold spell continues much longer 
the loss of stock will be very large, as there 
are many cattle in the county who have no 
home bu t the bills, and for which their 
owners never provide a pound of bay. 
There are some hopes that diphtheria is 
disappearing, there being no cases in town 
just now, aod but few in the valley. 
A 
son of Captain C. A. Merrill, some 3 years 
of age, died from that disease yesterday, 
at Belfast, some 12 miles from here. 
Since the 1st day of January the hunt­ 
ers have had excellent sport hunting “ go- 
morkins,” which are in large numbers 
within a few miles of town. 
Those that 
have seen the animals say they are as large 
as a deer, same color, same sprightly hab­ 
its and it would be very hard to distin­ 
guish their flesh from venison. 
W hile out 
hunting these animals last Thursday, Wm. 
D. Minchler had his feet frozen quite seri­ 
ously. 
Prospecting in Diamond mountain is be­ 
ing prosecuted vigorously. 
Three tunnels 
are being run on different claims, and it is 
said th at small veins or “ feeders” have 
been passed through, in which both gold 
and silver can be seen with the naked eye. 
Owners are very sanguine th at when the 
main ledge is reached there will be rich de­ 
velopments of mineral. 
Tlie telegraph line is still down from here 
to Taylorsville.

C h icag o , February 4th.—The Tribune's 
Washington special says : It is known here 
that Don Cameron was more interested- in 
the Harrisburg Convention than in anvother 
political event of his life. 
When the Leeds- 
McManes delegation was here, McManes 
was not in favor of instructing for Grant, 
and during an interview at Cameron’s house 
the latter was greatly excited, and walked up 
and down the floor in a great state of mind, 
declaring that if he failed at Harrisburg it 
would be his political destruction. 
It was 
no longer Grant, Blaine or .Sherman—it was 
himself. 
Appeals were listened to, and 
McManes succumbed. The point is upper­ 
most that all Cameron’s hard work only 
saved defeat by six votes, as a change of that 
number would have been fatal to Grant. 
The victory is by no means a cause of re­ 
joicing here. 


C h icag o , February 5th.—The Tribune ed­ 
itorially, after showing that it was a scram­ 
ble and not a victory for Grant, says ; The 
Pennsylvania delegation therefore stands in­ 
structed to cast its entire vote for General 
G ran t; but it is believed that fuliy one-third 
of the delegates are Blaine men, and that 
Blaine will get every vote in the evertt of the 
abandonment of the Grant movement either 
before or duriog the session of the National 
Convention. 
The Inter-Orean says : The action of the 
Pennsylvania Republican Convention yester­ 
day gives the boom additional strength anil 
places the Keystone State for Grant. 
The 
results summed are that the delegation is in­ 
structed to vote as a unit for Grant at Chi­ 
cago, and that the action of Pennsylvania 
must at least be a strong card for the Grant 
supporters.

Affairs at (he National Capital. 
[Special to the Record-Unios.) 
W a s h in g to n , February 5th.—The contest 
over John M. Morton’s nomination wa» 
ended to-day in accordance with the uniform 
predictions of these dispatches, except that 
the majority against it proved not to be only 
large, but absolutely overwhelming. Colonel 
Holloway, Senator Voorhees and Assistant 
Postmaster General Tyner, the managers of 
the fight for Mr. Morton, having positively- 
declined to avail themselves of the opportu­ 
nity, courteously afforded them by yesterday’s 
postponement of action, to procure a with­ 
drawal of the nomination, tha California 
Senators forced the fighting at an early hour 
this afternoon by means of a motion offered 
by Senator Farley to go into au executive 
session. The motion being carried. Senator 
Voorhees asked that the further considera­ 
tion of the case be postponed, to await the 
reception of some documents, which he stated 
were then being prepared at the Treasury 
Department, and which he said would show 
that the objection to Motton’s confirmation, 
based on the non-existence of a vacancy 
and the alleged 
nieritoriousness 
of 
the 
present incumbent, was really unfounded. He 
further said that these documents would show 
that several members of the California dele­ 
gation had asked for Collector Higby's re­ 
moval, aud also, upon the authority of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, that the 
recent department recommendations of Hig- 
bv’s efficiency were merely high-sounding 
Pickwickian phrases, intended to “ let him 
down easy.”_ The California Senators re­ 
joined that without taking up the time of the 
Senate with a discussion on this point, the 
other objections against Morton’s confirmation 
were amply sufficient, and they therefore 
insisted that the case should be disposed of 
without further postponements. 
A debate 
then ensued, which was substantially a repe­ 
tition of yesterday, although much briefer, 
and a vote being finally taken on the question 
of confirmation resulted in ayes 10, noes 42. 
So the nomination was rejected. The only 
Democratic vote cast in favor of the con­ 
firmation was that of Senator Voorhees. All 
the other Democratic Senators who voted at 
all followed the lead of Senator Farley, and 
only two or three, it is understood, refrained 
from voting. The nine Republican Senators 
who voted for Morton were Messrs. Anthony, 
Burnside, Hoar, Morrill of Vermont, Platt, 
Rollins, Saunders, 
Terry and 
Windom. 
Messrs. Edmunds, Hamlin, Conkling and all 
the other Republican Senators not above 
named voted to reject the nomination. 
Nearly all who voted to confirm it based 
their action solely upon grounds of sympa­ 
thetic interest in the family of their late dis­ 
tinguished colleague, and it may therefore be 
said to be practically the unauimous feeling 
of the Senate that the nomination was ill- 
advised. and, in view of the united protest of 
the California delegation aud other attendant 
circumstances, unjustifiable. 
Representative Davis and Senator Booth 
called at the Postoffice Department to-day, 
and handed to Judge Key the memorial de­ 
scribed in last Sunday night's dispatches, 
signed by themselves and the other members 
of the Pacific coast delegation, requesting an 
abatement, or, if possible, the total relin­ 
quishment of the charge made hv this Govern­ 
ment for transporting the Australian closed 
mails across the Continent. The Postmaster- 
General expressed great interest in the Aus­ 
tralian steamship line, and a warm desire to 
avert any danger threatening its discontinu­ 
ance, but said he would not feel justified in 
remitting all of this charge against the Brit­ 
ish Government without Congressional au­ 
thority to relinquish it, as the Postal Union 
Convention at Berne had expressly authorized 
such charges to be made. 
He promised, 
however, to sea v/hether it could not be 
diminished, and to this end will open a corre­ 
spondence with the transcontinental railroad 
companies, with a view of securing reduced 
rates, on the ground that they, in common 
with the Pacific coast, are specially interested 
in upholding the continuance of the steam­ 
ship line. 
T he In d ian C om m ission M atter. 
N ew Y o rk , February 5th.—The special 
committee on the Indian Commission have 
complete! their report in the case of ex-Com- 
miseioner Hayt. After reciting the evidence 
concerning Hammond, H art and Hayt, the 
report says: 
We cannot consider Hayt's excuse for withholding 
important papera from tho Secretary of the Interior 
as sufficient, inasmuch as the additional evidence 
and correspondence submitted to the Department of 
Justice, together with affidavits, in January, do:a 
not add to the strength of the testimony sufficiently 
to show why the same may have not been transmit 
ted before. We cannot avoid the conclusion that, 


while one case against ex-Agent Hart was prompt'y 
forwarded to the Departmentof Justice for execution, 
with regard to the other case, iavolving more serious 
charges, lieithc rthe Commissioner nor inspector were 
sufficiently iu earnest. Inspector Hammond ad­ 
mits that in the spring of ItsTD he was personally 
interested in the proposed purchase of the Wash­ 
ington mine, and that in August, upon the arrival 
in Arizona of Edward Knapp, so-called, a nephew* of 
the Commissioner, he devoted much time and at­ 
tention in assisting Mr Knapp to secure the mine 
for Mr. Hogencamp of New Jersey. 
Late in the 
progress of our investigation the' following facts 
were elicited : When llogancamp telegraphed Ham­ 
mond that he would send out a special agent to pur­ 
chase the mine, he replied to Hogaucamp, “ How 
shall I know him Í" to which Hayt replied, “ You 
know Knapp” 
which circumstauec, if true, con­ 
nects Mr. Havt with the mining transaction. Mr. 
Hayt does not admit sending such a reply. Another 
fact elicited was that Edward Knapp, 'so-called, a 
nephew of the Commissioner, who ligures so con­ 
spicuously in this transaction, was passing under an 
assumed name, aud was really Edward Kuapp Havt, 
Son of the Commissioner, ami that he adopted this 
name of Kuapp at the suggestion of his father. 
These circumstances, coupled with the fact that the 
Commissioner declined t. 
give 
his testimony 
until Hammond had testified, his alleged unwill­ 
ingness to have General Hammond ¿correct his 
statement concerning the genuineness of his letter 
to Hoyt, and long delay in the prosecution of Hart, 
though furnishing no positive evidence of complicity 
or guilt iu compromi.-ing a crime for consideration, 
as was charged, may he taken as sufficient proof 
that the Commissioner was cognizant of the sale of 
the mine by au ex-Indian agent (charged with gross 
offenses) through his own sou, under assumed 
name, to some of his intimate friends, a fact which 
can scarcely be relieved by his own assurance that he 
had no interest in the transaction. It is proper to 
state 
that 
the 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
has been kept fully and constantly advised during 
the progress of our examination.' His desire has 
been repeatedly expressid that we should probe this 
matter to the bottom, and promptly notify him of 
all important facts that might tie developed. It is 
also but righ, to state that we have found no trace 
of the implication of any officer, clerk or employe of 
the Indian service ill the above transaction, except 
those above named. All of which is respectfully 
submitted.

A. C. Barstow presented a minority report, 
in which he says : General Hammond's tes­ 
timony, which of all the evidence offered 
alone directly con.iects Commissioner Hayt 
with the wrong-doing charged, wa8 taken 
January 29 th, but afterwards altered.

this alteration his testimony on one impor­ 
tant point was entirely reversed. Though 
there are many suspicious circumstances 
which bear against Mr. H ayt sufficient to 
justify his removal, they do not necessarily 
imply his guilt. 
If these circumstances raise 
doubt, the accused is entitled to the. benefit 
of them. The report of the committee was 
adopted by the full Board. 
They also 
adopted the following resolution : 
Resolved, That in view of the facts developed in 
the report of the special committee touching the 
conduct of the late Commissioner, this Ruard ap­ 
proved the action of the Secretary of the Interior in 
removing Mr. Hayt from the office of Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs. 
The Proposed Reduction 
of Duty ou 
Meel Rail*. 
W ashington, February 5th.—The Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means to-day heard 
Samuel M. Felton, President of the Bessemer 
Steel Association, on the proposed reduction 
of duty on steel rails. 
He had heard that 
there was an association in England formed 
to influence our tariff on steel rails, but he 
knew nothing of the matter of his own 
knowledge. He did not know that any mem­ 
ber of Congress was a member of the G'obden 
Club when the tariff was changed, although 
he had heard it. Regarding the Vulcan 
Works at St. Louis, Felton said there was a 
mortgage of $1,000,000 on them, and it was 
once feared that they would have to be sold, 
but other manufacturers stepped in as a mat­ 
ter of business and paid the $70,000 interest 
annually until the time came when they could 
be started and run at a profit. They were to 
begin to run when the demand for steel rails 
was greater than the supply. 
Emory A. Storrs closed the argument, and 
denied that the reduction was sought in the 
interest of railroad companies. 
No great 
trunk line has asked it. The principal roads 
in the Northwest were not advocates of a re­ 
duction, but were opposing it. The Illinois 
.Central alone urged it, and that was really au 
English road. 
The Chairman said the railroad companies 
in all part3 of the United States, all the Pa­ 
cific companies, all the Southern companies 
and some of the Northern and Eastern roads, 
had sent memorials desiriug a reduction of 
the tariff. 
Storrs said nevertheless by far the greater 
number opposed it. 
Morrison said the Illinois Central was an 
Illinois, not an Euglisli road, for it pai I the 
State seven per cent, of its earnings. 
Proposed Am endm ent of Hie Census Act, 
W ashington, February 5th.—The bill 
which passed to-day amendatory of 
the 
Census Act provides, first, for the free trans­ 
portation of census mail matter ; the second 
strikes out the provision for an inquiry as to 
the naturalization of residents ; the third al­ 
lows for reports of railroad, telegraph, ex­ 
press and insurance companies; the fourth 
requires the enumeration, in cities of over 
10.000 inhabitants, to he taken within two 
weeks from June 1, 1880 ; the fifth allows the 
Enumerator to be appointed from the county 
where no one suitable is found in the dis­ 
trict ; the sixth requires the filing of the in­ 
formation obtained in the County Clerk’s 
office, and to be corrected ou reliable inform­ 
ation ; the seventh requires the Supervisors 
to forward one ieturn to the Census Office at 
Washington and one to the Secretary of 
S tate; the eighth appropriates $350,000 for 
the necessary additional expenses of the 
Enumerators. 
4 oiitlm l nr Secretary Sciinrz in liic H ay! 
Affair. 
N ew Y o rk , February 5th.—The Suit's 
Washington special says: Carl Schurz has 
been acting a double part in the official melo­ 
drama which has euded with the removal of 
Commissioner H ayt. Iu a letter to Fisk, 
February 2d, lie denies that he has said that 
Fisk’s accusations had nothing to do with 
H ayt’s removal. As a matter of fact, Schurz 
positively asserted on the day H ayt was 
removed, that he made the discharge simply 
because the Commissioner had withheld in­ 
formation, and not because any of the 
charges under investigation had been proven. 
Moreover, Schurz wrote a statement about 
the case for general publication, in which he 
said no proof of any dishonest act or corrupt 
practices on his (Hayt's) part had been found. 
Schurz knew at this time that H ayt had sent 
his son, under an assumed name, to buy a 
silver mine in a Government reservation. He 
also knew that the exposure of this fact was 
solely due to Fisk’s publication and charges. 
Tlie Stale Prison o f K entucky. 
L o u is v ille , February 5th.—The Legisla­ 
ture is now investigating the State Prison. 
The committee report that its condition is 
shamefully bad ; it is overcrowded; its sew­ 
erage is defective and unclean, and its diet 
improper. Scurvy prevails among the pris­ 
oners to a fearful extent. 
At one time over 
200 were in the hospital with it. 
There was 
a total of cases during the year of 775 out of 
1.000 inmates. 
The sole cause has been im­ 
proper food and treatment, and it is wholly 
inexcusable. 
The 
mortality 
lias nearly 
doubled that of preceding years, and yet the 
number of prisoners is not much if any 
greater. The flogging of prisoners is carried 
to a cruel extreme. 
The clothing is insuffi­ 
cient, as are the beds and bedding. Six hun­ 
dred and forty-eight of the cells are only 6 feet 
8 inches long. 3 feet 9 inches wide, and 6 feet 
inches high, and yet over one hundred of 
these badly ventilated cells have been com­ 
pelled to hold two convicts during the night 
for ten or twelve hours. 
Beastly practices 
have resulted, and disease has been generated. 
The committee advise the Governor to re­ 
move the Keeper, J . W . Louth.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


The R ailw ay t'uluinlly in France. 
P a r is , February 5th.—The calamity which 
occurred on the Circular Railroad at Clichy 
Tuesday night was even more horrible than 
estimated from the first report. 
Eleven per­ 
sons have already died, the most notable 
among them being Count de Puyferrat. The 
number of wounded is computed at sixty, 
and of these some will likely die. Dieudonne, 
the engineer of the train of the Circular 
Railroad, died yesterday. Iu his ante mortem 
statement he gave his version of the particu­ 
lars of the terrible disaster. 
He was within 
a few yards of the Argenteuil train before he 
observed the lights on the rear car. and before 
he had time to do anything the crash came, 
and he kuew no more. 
Two causes are men­ 
tioned as 
tending 
to 
explain the col­ 
lision. 
One is the reprehensible practice 
of dispatching a fast express train a few min­ 
utes after the dep rture of a slow train, and 
the other the utter insufficiency of the fog 
signals on the line. A t the time of the col­ 
lision the express was running at full speed. 
M. Maret, of Place Vendóme, who was 
among the lulled, was an eminent architect, 
and had been in the service of ex-Queen Isa­ 
bella of Spain, 
lie seemed to have a pre­ 
sentiment of his fate, as he insured his life 
for $30,000 a few hours before he took the 
train. M. Kayme, stage manager, and M. 
Joilv, comedian, of the Bouffes Parisienes, 
are dangerously injured, and in a very crit­ 
ical condition. 
M. De Milleviile, another of 
the wounded, is the husband of Einilie 
Broisat, of the Theater Francais. 
G erm an y a n il tlie Y u tira n . 
B e rlin , February 5th.—In the debate in 
the Lower House of the Landtag to-day on 
the public worship estimates, H err Wir.d- 
thorst regretted that Herr Von Puttkammer, 
Minister of Worship, had laid stress on con­ 
tinuing the principles of Dr. Falk, and de­ 
manded the complete severance therefrom . 
He did not feel any extraordinary confidence 
in the success of tlie negotiations with the 
Vatican, but said the Ultramontanes would 
refrain from introducing any definite motion, 
so as not to interfere with those negotiations, 
and would acquiesce in any agreement that 
might be concluded. 
Herr Von Puttkammer 
expressed the high esteem for the Catholic 
Church entertained by the Government, and 
said, although compelled to protect 
her 
rights, the State had never relinquished 
the hope of restoring peace with the Church. 
He gladly noted the 
inclination of tlie 
Catholics toward a compromise, which, how­ 
ever, could only be effected on a basis of ex­ 
isting legislation, and added that he must in­ 
flexibly maintain the interest and rights of 
the monarchy. To obtain peace, he said, all 
parties must 
observe 
great moderation. 
During the course of debate Herr Haminer- 
stein stated that the Conservatives would 
await the result of the negotiations with the 
Vatican aud simply accept tlie result, what­ 
ever that might be. 
Herr Stergel, in behalf 
of the Free Conservatives, expressed a will­ 
ingness to assist in bringing about a modus 
vivendi, on condition that the inviolable 
rights of the State be maintained. 
Dr. Falk 
spoke in refutation of the charges made 
against him by members of the Center. 
Special Regim ents In lie Fornic<l in Al­ 
sace-Lorraine. 
B e r lin , February 5th.—Intimation this 
morning in some semi-official papers that an 
increase in the German arir.y is intended 
even beyond thatalready announced, namely, 
by the formation of special Alsace-Lorraine 
regiments, have caused no little sensation.

Washington, January 5th.—Davis of West Vir­ 
ginia moved an adjournment to-day until Monday. 
Paddock and Hoar opposed it on account of the 
backward state of business, and Allison urged that 
business may be better forwarded by an adjourn­ 
ment than by a session. 
Defeated—32 to 17. 
Beck said he would object to the consideration of 
any bill out of its regular order. 
Anthony’s resolution was adopted, that the Sen­ 
ate daily consider the ca!endar of general orders 
under the five-minute rule. (Objection was made 
to carry the bill over.) The first calendar bill was 
a bill prohibiting military interference at elections. 
Allison objected. [Laughter.] 
Blaine—Why object to that? 
The bill was laid aside, as were a number of other 
bills. 
The bill amending the Census Act and requiring 
the enumeration in cities having over 10,000 inhab­ 
itants to be made within two weeks after June 1st, 
instead of f«.ur weeks, and containing provisions as 
to details, was considered and finally passed. 
Cockrell’s resolution, introduced last May, for a 
reciprocity treaty with France, was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 
Saunders and Paddock asked present considera­ 
tion of the bill extending the northern boundary 
of Nebraska, but Ingalls objecting it was laid aside, 
The joint resolution for a Court of Inquiry in the 
case of Thomas Worthington was laid aside on ob­ 
jection of Telier. 
Teller objected to the bill reported in December, 
to contribute certain pieces of refuse granite for the 
soldiers’ and sailors’ monument in the Louisiana 
Cemetery, because he was 
unable to discover 
whether the soldiers were Federal or Confederate. 
Randolph and Cockrell not being ready to state 
what soldiers they were, Kellogg explained the bill, 
but Teller refused to withdraw his objection. 
After an executive session the Senate adjourned.

W a sh in g t o n, February 5th.—The Senate bill for 
the conversion of National Gold Banks was passed. 
MeLaw, Chairman of the Committee on Pacific 
Railroads, reported a bill to create a sinking fuud 
for the Kansas Pacific, Sioux City and Pacific and 
Central Branch of Union Pacific Railroad Companies. 
Printed and recommitted. 
The following bid was introduced by O’Connor: 
Making silver certificates receivable at th * United 
States Treasury in redemption of circulating notes 
of National Banks, and requiring the Secretan of 
the Treasury to pay current interest on all regis­ 
tered United States bonds, without respect to date 
of assignment or transfer. 
Consideration was resumed of the bill regu­ 
lating the removal of causes from State to Federal 
Courts. 
After the morning hour the House went into 
Committee of the Whole on revision of rules. 
Cabell moved to amend Rule 11 giving the Com­ 
mittee on Railroads and Canals jurisdiction over 
the improvement of navigable rivers. 
Frost submitted an amendment excluding the 
Mississippi river, claiming that there was a prod­ 
igality in the appropriations for the East and parsi­ 
mony in the West. 
He finally withdrew his 
amendment, and Cabell’s amendment was defeated— 
63 to 88. 
Shallenberger submitted an amendment,, giving to 
the Committee on Public Buildings jurisdiction over 
the appropriations for public buildings.

Without action the committee rose. 
Davis, from the Banking Committee, reported 
back the bill authorizing National Banks to make 
loans on mortgages on real estate.

ber 22 were females and 131 were males. The 
smallest number of inmates at any one time 
during the month was 137 ; meals furnished 
destitute applicants, 79. 
The m ortality list is as follows : Peter M c­ 
Kenna, John O’Neil, John Weidig, Michael 
Carregan and H enry Russell. 
The national­ 
ities of the above are: Ireland 3, Germany 
1, and Chile 1. 
One of the deceased, John O’Neil, has 
been an inm ate of the Sacramento County 
Hospital continuously for sixteen years. 
The current expenses of the month have 
been : 
Salaries of Superintendent and em­ 
ployes, §78S 31; subsistence, §975 84 ; one 
barrel of whisky, §100; miscellaneous ex­ 
penses, §115 40 ; 1204 cords of wood, §850 02. 
Total, §2,830 17. 
Of the above quantity of 
wood there is now on hand between 90 and 
100 cords. 
The changes th at have been made by your 
Hospital Committee iu the methods of heat­ 
ing and lighting the hospital is a constant 
source of congratulation, and the construc­ 
tion of a sewer now iu progress to run one- 
half mile south of the hospital, should place 
the heating, lighting and sewerage of this in­ 
stitution in the most perfect practicable con­ 
dition. 
The high average of inmates has 
been due in part to a number of convalescents 
being perm itted to remain to work upon the 
sewer trenches for board and lodgings.

S c h o o l 
T e x t- B o o k s . — There is much 
activity in the State Attorney-G eneral’s of­ 
fice from questions arising under the new or­ 
ganic law of the State, and m any of the 
poiuts raised are of general interest. 
A n ac­ 
tion has recently been commenced by the 
State, which is a test case upon one phase of 
the subject of school text-books. 
The City 
Board of Education of Oakland made an or­ 
der changing the text-books for the schools of 
th at city, 
basing their action 
upon the 
assumption th at the new Constitution had 
repealed the old law, which was iu force to 
January. 
The law then provided th at no 
change in th" text-books should be made un­ 
til authorized by statute thereafter to be en­ 
acted. 
Section 7, Article IX ., of the Consti­ 
tution confers the power to adopt a series of 
text books upon “ the local Boards of Educa­ 
tion, and the Boards of Supervisors, and the 
County Superintendents of the several coun­ 
ties which may not have County Boards of 
Education.” 
The C itj Board of Oakland 
claim th at this section of the Constitution is 
self-executing aud now in force, and th at un­ 
der th at provision they had full power to act 
in the absence of a Board of Supervisors. 
The present action commenced by the State 
is based upon the theory, first, th at Section 7 
of Article IX . is not self-executing, and th at 
therefore the law was still in force ; second, 
th at if the Constitution is self-executing, and 
has therefore superseded the old law, that the 
local Board of Education cannot act except 
in conjunction w ith the Board of Supervisors, 
and th at therefore their action would be void 
in either view of the case. 


T e a c h e r s ’ C e r t i f i c a t e s .—The following 
bill, which having passed both houses of the 
Legislature and yesterday became a law, by 
receiving the Governor’s signature, will be of 
interest to all teachers holding certificates in 
the city and State. 
I t is entitled “ An A ct 
to continue in force school teachers’ certifi­ 
cates, State educational diplomas and life 
diplomas,” and reads as follows: 
“ Section 
1. 
All teachers’ city, city 
and 
county, 
county, and State certificates, State educa­ 
tional diplomas, life diplomas, and all other 
teachers’ certificates and diplomas issued 
in 
the State of 
California

hereby continued in full force and effect, aud 
shall be deemed valid for all purposes, and to 
the full extent of time th at the same were, 
and were intended, respectively, to be under 
the said laws, on and before the said 31st day 
of December, 1879. 
Section 2. 
This Act 
shall take effect from and after its passage.”

The vaccine used new is pure cow- 
vaccine, w hich can have no suspicion of 
disease about it. 
A supply being tele­ 
graphed for to New Y ork was obtained 
thus. 
A couple of heifers, whose condition 
was m ade right and who were carefully 
w atched and fed during th e m aturing of 
th e pustule, by someone w ith proper ap­ 
pliances, were p u t under control and th e 
seed of th e little pustule was planted in 
th e udder. 
Ju s t before suppuration, the 
anim als were again taken into control, an 
incision was m ade and a lym ph-like liquid 
flowed from the w ound into w hich was 
dipped the quill or th e ivory point, and 
upon these the vaccine dried, and from 
them it is com m unicated to th e w aiting 
arm s of San Francisco.

San F rancisco, February 5th.—The first 
that seems to have been known of the fire by 
any of the neighbors was, as nearly as can 
be ascertained, at about 6 o’clock, when a 
domestic in the house of Mrs. M. Byrne, 932 
Pine street, adjoining the wash-house on the 
west, informed one of Mrs. Byrne’s sons that 
she thought the wash-house was on fire. 
Arising and looking out of the window, Mr. 
Byrne saw a glimmering light, which he 
thought must be the reflection from some 
large fire near by. While hastily dressing in 
order to go out, he was surprised to see the 
flames burst from all parts of the wash­ 
house, as if an explosion of some kind had 
taken place.

The faint light which he 
first saw was produced by the fire within the 
wash house, and was visible through the 
cracks between the boards of the building. 
None of the inmateH of the house could he 
raised, however, and Mr. Byrne was forced 
to go back to his house and give an alarm 
through the American District Telegraph, 
one of whose bixts was in the house. 
Sub­ 
sequently, the key to the fire alarm box, at 
the comer of Mason and Pine streets, was 
obtained from the house of Mr. McCrellish, 
and an alarm was turned in from the street 
box at 6:30 o’clock. 
Meantime the flames 
had made rapid headway, and soon after 
bursting through the roof of the wash-house. 
The persons outside of the inmates of the 
wash-house who had the narrowest escape 
were those composing the family of Thomas 
Nealing, who were living in a small, one- 
story house situated in the rear of the laun­ 
dry, which he owned. 
When he learned that 
a fire had broken out the flames were already 
breaking through the roof of the wash-house. 
He partially dressed, and endavored to gain 
the street through a passage-way between the 
wash-house and the dwelling of Mrs. Byrne. 
He found, however, that the flames prevented 
exit in thiB direction, aud the question was 
suddenly presented to him as to how he and 
his family should escape. 
Mr. Nealing’s 
house was situated some fifteen feet below 
the top of a bulkhead, built in the rear, and 
beyond which there was a small court over­ 
looking the wash-house and Mr. Nealing’s 
dwelling. 
I t was found impossible to scram­ 
ble up the perpendicular side of this bulk­ 
head, and for a time it was doubtful if the 
Nealing family, consisting of Mr. aud Mrs. 
Nealing and several sons and daughters, one 
of the former of whom was a cripple, could 
e-cape. 
A t length Mr. Nealing seized an ax 
and cut a hole through the fence into the 
yard of Mrs. Byrne, and by means of some 
low structures abutting upon the bulkhead, 
managed to pass his family to the court 
above. 
The flames soon attacked his house 
and consumed everything. 
As soon as the intensity of the fire had 
been reduced sufficiently to overhaul the 
ruins, the firemen discovered, to their horror, 
the charred and crumbling remains of human 
beings in the smouldering ashes. One ay one 
burned bodies were drawn from the ruins. 
This sickening work continued until ten 
blackened and crisped bodies bad been taken 
out of the ruins. The sight of the charred 
remains of the unfortunate Chinamen was 
shocking in the utmost degree. They were 
burned beyond all chance of recognition. 
The flesh was entirely burned from the bones, 
and even the latter in many instances crum­ 
bled to powder when touched. 
As soon as 
possible they wero taken to the Morgue, 
where they now lie. 
There were rumors this morning that a 
white bsy, who had gone iuto the place to 
smoke opium, was burned with the Chinamen, 
but the report could not be confirmed. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
S a n F ra n c is c o , February 5th.—Another 
body was found this evening, making eleveu 
Chinamen burned to death. It is supposed 
that they were stupified with opium, aud 
that the fire caught from a pipe. 


T h e L ast Nad C ite»—F o u n d D rnd in R ed. 
C hico, February 5th.—The funeral of E . 
J . Riley, a merchant of Chico, took place to­ 
day, under the auspices of the Fire Depart­ 
ment and Masons. The funeral was one of 
the largest that ever took place in this sec­ 
tion. 
W. C. Babcock was found dead in his bed 
at the Chico Hotel this forenoon. There was 
nothing found in his room to iudicate suicide, 
but the circumstance of his saying last Sat­ 
urday that he would never work again, and 
on Monday giving away his workiug-clothes 
to some of his old associates, looks somewhat 
mysterious. An inquest is being held.
